Dikes protect golf course and sewer plan

`- PROVO — City employees, armed 
with heavy equipment, finished dikes 
to protect the city’s sewer treatment 


plant and Timpanogos Golf Course 
Wednesday. 


Meanwhile, no major flooding 
problems were reported in Provo. 


Volunteers filled an additional 
50,000 sandbags Wednesday. And the 
final touches were put on the tempo- 
rary bridge on Third South that 
crosses the sandbag river at Sixth 
East. 


Leland Gamette, city communica- 
tions director for the flood, said 
things are basically under control. 
However, the city still needs volun- 
teers. Those wanting to help should 
phone 375-0908 to find out where help 
is needed. 


A 4-foot dike’ was built along 1860 
South and 350 East to serve a two- 
fold purpose, said LeRoy Dennis, city 
supervisor for the project. 

First, the dike will protect the 
road leading into the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation building from the en- 
croaching Utah Lake water. 


Second, it will protect the sewer 
plant and the golf course from get- 
ting additional water. 


The golf course currently has 11 of 
its 27 holes under water. Crews will
